mosquitoes bite? potions. If a mixture seems promising, crews go 


to a marsh, wearing long pants, gloves, head 
nets, and repellent from wrist to elbow. In the 
marsh, they wait until they're each surrounded by 
as many as 2,000 stingers. After exposing their 
forearms for up to 15 minutes, they count the 
bites they've received. To compare results, one 
unfortunate person isn't allowed to use repel- 
lent. If that person ends up with 10 times as 
many bites as the rest of the group, the bug 


spray is a success.
